The Currency Bill Will Be Disposed 


Washington, Feb. 12.-~The first four 


days of the week will be given up to 
the currency bill in the senate, and 
after that measure is disposed of there 
will be a contest for precedence in th.e 
interest of seevral measures. 


These mclude the bills for providing 


forms of government for Hawaii and 
Porto Kico, the Nicaragua canal bill 
end the resolution for the seating of 
Senator Quay upon the appointment of 
the governor of Pennsylvania. Just 
now there is some sharp sparring for 
first place. The currency bill will be 
voted on Thursday, and all the time 
aot given to such routine business as 
the introduction bills and the presen- 
tation of reports and petitions, will be 
devoted to this measure, until it is 
acted ^upon by the senate. The first two 
ijays of the week w'll be consumed 
with set arguments for and against 
the bill, prepared in advance, and 
Wednesday and -Thursday will be de- 
voted to speeches not exceeding 10 
minutes in duration on the various., 
amendments to the bilL 


The most important of these amend- 


ments is that offered by the Democrats 
through Senator Jones (Ark.) for the 
free coinage of silver on terms o* 
equality with gold. Following .this, 
numerous other changes will be. sug- 
gested, but it is quite well understood 
that all o£ them will be voted down, 
unless proposed by the committee on 
finance, with which the Mil originated. 


About the Frick Suit. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 12.— One of the 


sensational developments of the ex- 
pected suit of H. C. Frick against the 
Carnegie Steel 
company, limited, is 


the report that Henry Phipps, Jr., 
next to the largest stockholder in the 
company, has broken the business re- 
lations with Mr. Carnegie, which have 
been exceptionally close during 
the 


latler's business career. The two men 
have been associates since boyhood, 
and their interests have been identi- 
cal not only in a business way, but in 
their philanthropic work and social 
standing. 
The announcement of the 


breach will, therefore, be a surprise in 
the steel world. Mr. Phipps owned 11 
per cent of the capital stock o£ the 
company, which is more than the hold-' 
ings of any other one stockholder ex- 
cept Mr. Carnegie.

Boers Outflank British. 


Rensburg, Feb. 12.—The Boers out- 


A 
considerable force of the enemy was 
threatening the British communica- 
tions between Rensburs and Slingers- 
fontcin, 12 miles away, and during a 
reconnaissance oy some laniskillings 
and 20 Australians from Slingersfon- 
tein, the Boers were discovered at- 
tempting to get a gun in position to 
shell the British camp. The Austra- 
lians, having come into very close 
contact with the enemy, took cover 
under a hill, about 9,000 yards froia the 
camp. Thereupon the Boers took up a 
position with a view of preventing 
their retirement. Some burghers got 
within 200 yards of the Australians 
and called upon them 
to surrender. 


They replied by fixing bayonets and 
shouting defiance. Sergeant Edwards 
and two men made a dash, and, gal- 
loping under a hot fire, passed a num- 
ber of hills held by the Boers, took 
word that the Australians were sals 
and conSdent of holding the enemy *t 
bay and of getting out after , dark, 
which eventually they did.

minerals, nnd the extended and elabo- 
rate exhibits made by leading mining 
and metallurgical establishments. 


A technical metallurgical collection, 


on lines corresponding to the collec- 
tions described above, Is made at the 
expense of the commissioner general 
and has been collected and arranged In 
a similar manner and designed to serve 
a like purpose as a scientific classifica- 
tion and arrangement with proper se- 
quence, of the products and processes- 
of metallurgical methods In the re- 
duction and utilization of Iron, steel, 
lead, copper, zinc, aluminium and cer- 
tain of the more rare metals, the whole 
constituting a, special and complete 
record of progress and present attain- 
ment in the departments of practical 
and scier.tine metallurgy. 


What is known as the installation of 


exhibits in this department promises to 
prove one of rare beauty and attract- 
iveness. The main facade, which ex- 
tends for 16i feet along the principal 
aisles in the Palace of Mines, is of 
bronze and marble, associated with 
granite columns of peculiar beauty. 
The panels are or rare marbles, and 
the columns of the heavier structural 
stones. The main central entrance is 
in the form of a portcullis and the two 
other openings in\i beautiful examples 
of the iron and stone worker's ait. 


This facade is sufficiently open along 


its M-holo Itinjjth to admit of a compre- 
hensive view from the exterior, and 
ouc standing within the tnaiu portal 
takes in by an upward glance the facade j 
of the minor metallurgy or hardware ' 
exhibit, which extends a lengrth of SO j 
feet along the main gallery above.

2-year-old or perhaps a yearling, and , 
attach a halter to him. From tho halter | 
lump? ft rope, and at the end of the.'

"The horse is then turned loose In j

Captain UolcroJt, TClio Had Been In 


the Tran»TO«» Secret Service, Telia 
of ItitelUspent Preparation*— Every 
ISncLUh tingle Call Known to «fce 
Boer*— Their Gimp nud. Rcvolvcrm, 
Captain Holeroft, who was for soiae 


time iii the Transvaal state's artillery, 
recently delivered la .London an inter- 
esting lecture, says the New York 
Press, onfache Secret Arming and Se- 
cret Service of the Transvaal Repub- 
lic."Captain Holeroft said he had been 
accused many times of being a Boer, 
but the statement was unfounded, as 
he. was an. Englishman, and he had re- 
signed his commission in the Trans- 
vaal artillery a-ud forfeited 
$22,500 


Worth of property la Pretoria rather 
than take up arias against his coun- 
trymen. In 1S94 he was aware that 
the Traasvaal bought 23,000 Gueder 
rifles, and later he found that most of 
these rifles were sent to the disaffected 
Dutch ia Oape Colony, -with 100 rounds 
of ammunition for eachv President 
Kruser had told him tlsat at an early 
period all the mines at Johannesburg 
would bo run by the state and that 
the property of those who rebelled 
against 
the government 
would be 


taken possession of by the state. Ee 
had asked President Kruger on one oc- 
casion why they had adopted in the 
Transvaal the continental drill and the 
English bugle calls. 
The president 


laughed and said it would be found out 
one day. The Boers knew exactly ev- 
ery call which was sounded for the 
British troops, and that was why they 
waited in hiding until they heard the 
signal to retire given. 


There would have beea no war at 


the present time if it were not for the 
manner in which Dr. Lej-ds stuffed 
President Kniger's head full of non- 
sense. Two years ago Presidents Kru- 
ger anil Stern met to discuss the ques- 
tion of a closer union between the two 
states, which was no doubt a grand 
thing for President Kruger, but was 
n very sorry, thing for tho Free State. 
He then asked the question, What has 
Induced the latter country to throw in 
its lot with the Transvaal? and he 
was informed that, although the time 
was not then ripe, the time would 
come when the Dutch would drive the 
rulncts into the ocean. 
If President 


Steyn had taken no notice of Mr. Kru- 
ger, this country would never have 
molested the Free State, which would 
form a sort of nest egg in the center 
of Sooth Africa, but now the British 
flag would1 wave from Cape • Town to 
the Zambezi. The forts at Pretoria 
were firmed with two Crensot guns, 
known as "Long Toms," each of which 
weighed 14 tons, measured just short 
of 14 feet in length, carried a 04 pound 
'projectile and, it was said, had a range 
of ten miles- Owing to the mountains 
it was, however, impossible to fire ten 
miles in the Transvaal. 
General Jou- 


bert had told him not IS months ago 
that it was their Intention, when Eng- 
land was In trouble wlrh Prance or 
Germany or some other power, to 
strike for their independence. 


The people of England grumbled 


when ?200,000 a year was spent in se- 
cret service, but In the Trausvaa! $000.- 
000 a year was devoted to secret serv- 
ice purposes, and Dr. Leyds fold the 
executive at Pretoria that that was, 
not sufficient, and he asked that an ad- 
ditional grant of $100,000 should be 
given. Eighteen months nsro an Irish- 
man named Gillingham traveled from 
South Africa to England and there en- 
gaged a certain number of men who 
had served in the English artillery at 
S"> a day. with a grant of $200 when 
they arrived at Pretoria and a piece of 
land when the war which was to come 
on was over. These men. who were 
accustomed to .using English guns, had 
to flre GcrnSan and Crcusot guns, 
which were sighted by meters and not 
by yards, and that was why they were 
firing so wildly at first But now they 
were beginning to calculate the differ- 
ence between yards and meters. 
It 


was n fact that President Kruger and 
General Joubert, on the advice of Dr. 
Leyds, sent all their money to be bank- 
ed in Amsterdam, and he believed that 
one of the reasons why so many Mau- 
ser rifles were used in the Transvaal 
was that they could be bought at about 
$11 and sold to the burghers at about 
$23. 


The Transvaal had been arming 


within the last 10 or 12 years. About 
eight or nine years since the Boer gov- 
ernment bought iO and 12 pounders in 
England, but they refused to use them 
because they bad got better weapons, 
and our naval guns were the only ones 
which could compete with those which 
the Trftrtsvafi! possessed. In 1S9S the 
Transvaal 
had 
received from the 


Creusot factory fourteen G inch guns, 
carrying a 94 pound shot. They had 
also the five Nordehfeldt suns taken 
from Dr. Jameson, ten German 5 inch 
(Kmpp) guns, ten English 7 pounders, 
eight English 
12 pounders, twenty 


72mm. Krupp guns and sis German 00 
pounders, making a total of 73 pieces 
of cannon. In addition to this they 
had two of the very latest Maxim-Nor- 
denfeldt STmm. guns, ten Hotcbkiss 
37mra. guns, SO Maxims of .303 and 
Martini pattern and about 500 Mauser 
pistols. The cavalry were armed with 
Webley revolvers, and they had about 
70,000 rifles of the Mauser and Mar- 
tin) patterns and about 8,000 or 0,000 
Lee-Metfords, not reckoning what they 
had captured during the progress of 
the war.

men, her crack regiments, led by her 
foremost generals, have dashed them- 
selves in vain. England owns to losses 
of more than 10,000 men. The Boer 
losses are unknown even to the Trans- 
vaal's best informed agents in Paris. 
Enghmd controls the cable, and there 
has not been, one word of communica- 
tion between President Kruger or Gen- 
eral Joubert and the Transvaal repre- 
sentatives in Europe for weeks. Re- 
garding the Boers' ability to hold out 
the informant referred to above said: 


"There is not the least doubt of their 


endurance and successful resistance 
for months to come. They are con- 
trolled by the same Intense patriotism 
and sustained by.thci same intelligence, 
courage and fortitude that enabled the 
Americans to prolong for six years 
their war for liberty and independence. 
And the Boers have one great advan- 
tage that Washington's army was 
without—money, modern arms and a 
hilly country which provides natural 
defenses and intrenchments of the 
most formidable kind. 


"Two recent inventions, greatly aid- 


ing the Boers, can hardly be overesti- 
mated in this wagj-tbe high power 
rifle and smokeless "«6wder. The first 
makes the British soldier a mark for 
the Boers at 2,200 yards—over a mile— 
and the smokeless powder makes it 
impossible for the British to see their 
intrenched enemies or to estimate their 
numbers. 
Read the English papers. 


Nearly every soldier writing home be- 
wails the fact that he is 'fighting an 
invisible foe.' 


"We had ten months' supply of am- 


munition at the beginning of the war 
and are now making more. Ton wish 
me to explain how the republics were 
so well prepared for war when it came 
and when they got their modern ar- 
tillery and Mausers?
